HEALTH FAIR

When it comes to a career, what 
is your bag? 

This will be the question asked 
of Santa Clara County young people at the 
1969 Health Fair, scheduled for 11 a.m. 
until 7 p.m. April 19 and 20 at De Anza 
College, SteVens Creek boulevard and 
Stelling road, Cupertino. There will be 
no admission charge. 

Recruitment of young people to 
go into the allied health fields is the pri- . 
mary purpose of the Health Fair, which 
is sponsored by the Santa Clara County 
Medical Society and its Women's Auxi¬ 


liary. To make it a fun day as well as 
an informative one, plans call for a con¬ 
tinuous schedule of entertainment, in¬ 
cluding puppet shows, movies, musi¬ 
cians, and De Anza College gymnasts. 

Eighty exhibits have been sched¬ 
uled, most of which will be in the college 
gymnasium. Some, like the Mobile Den¬ 
tal-School, will be outside. Each is de¬ 
signed to tell about opportunities in a 
particular phase of the health field. 

Experts estimate there will be 
more health workers in a few years than 
any other kind. Already, it is estirhated 
that for every M.D. in the linited States, 
there are 1, 400 other persons employed 
in the health fields. Included are em¬ 
ployees of hospitals, convalescent homes, 
health services, insurance firms, and 
many others. 

At the Health Fair, there will be 
representatives of many professional 
groups, including doctors, dentists, 
pharmacists, veterinarians, nurses, and 
numerous types of technologists and 
technicians. They will be prepared to 
answer questions about job opportunities 
and training requirements. 

One of the enthusiastic promoters 
of careers in the allied health profes¬ 
sions is Jesus Ambriz (left), who re¬ 
cently resigned as chief X-ray technolo¬ 
gist at The Good Samaritan Hospital of 
Santaclara Valley to become a sales re¬ 
presentative for Picker X-Ray. Here, he 
is wished good luck by his in-laws, Mrs. 
Betty Gaitan, a member of The Good Sa¬ 
maritan housekeeping department, and 
Fred Gaitan, laundry supervisor. Mr. 
Ambriz came to this country from Mexi¬ 
co as a member of a farm labor family. 
Young people can "shop around" for types 
of careers open in the allied health fields 
at the Health Fair which is scheduled 
from 11 a.m. until 7 p.m.

La historia de California no puede ser 
relatada en las pocas lineas de que dispo¬ 
nemos, por lo tanto, solo se puede hacer 
un breve relato que nos pueda dar una 
orientación de lo sucedido en California 
.durante los últimos docientos años. 

California, según la historia, fue la 
ultima conquista de España en Norte Ameri 
ca, todavía dentro de la época en que las 
fronteras se ensanchaban bajo la corona de 
España, California fue una provincia mas 
de la Nueva España, cuarenta años antes 
de que los Estados Unidos surgieran como 
nación. 

Bolton, el historiador, hace notar que 
" Mientras el Sonorense, Juan de Anza, 
establecía en la bahia de San Francisco un 
poblado ba¡o la tutela Castellana; a tres 
mil millas de distancia! la campana de la 
libertaddeFiladelfia cantaba la Declara¬ 
ción de Independencia. Setenta y cinco 
años mas tarde, San Francisco llegaria a 
ser la puerta Occidental de la nueva nación 
americana. 

La colonización y civilización de Ca¬ 
lifornia fue obra de españoles y neo-espa¬ 
ñoles, de sus trabajos todavía no se han 
borrado las huellas y quedan como mudos 
testigos diseminados en una linea que 
abarca mil docientos kilómetros de longi¬ 
tud en la parte norte del continente. 

De la Nueva España vinieron las fami¬ 
lias, hombres, mujeres y niños que estable¬ 
cieron las primeras colonias civiles en la 
lejana provincia. Dando lugar al naci¬ 
miento de San Francisco, San Diego, Los 
Angeles y otros lugares. De San Blas, 
Sinaloa, salieron barcos cargados de semi¬ 
llas, aperos de labranza, ganado y los vive- 
res necesarios para el desarrollo de la Alta 
California. De Mexico vinieron los obre¬ 


ros que edificaron los pueblos, los artistas 
que con sus pinceles empezaron a escribir 
la historia gráfica y los músicos que can¬ 
taron las grandezas de el hoy primer Estado 
de la Union Americana. 

Vino a despertar ese letargo de ciento 
cincuenta años, Catalina de Rusia, en 1725 
con los cazadores de pieles, habia empeza¬ 
do a invadir el Pacifico, buscando una sa¬ 
lida para el Atlántico, Vito Bering, descu¬ 
brió el estrecho que lleva su nombre y que 
conecta el Pacifico con el Artico, donde 
Siberia y Alaska se tocan. Los Rusos se 
extendian por el Pacifico rumbo al sur, 
llegando en 1765 hasta Oregon; esto ponia 
en peligro los dominios del Rey de España. 
Carlos 111 ordeno la fortificación de los 
puertos de San Diego y Monterrey; el Vi- 
si taror Jose Galvez se;dispuso a cumplir 
la real orden. 

Aqui empiezan a sonar los nombres de 
Fray Junípero Serra, Capitán Gaspar de 
Portóla, Fernando Rivera y Moneada, el 
Padre Palcu y otros. Galvez expidió una 
proclamo nombrando a San José patrono de 
la empresa, se organizaron cuatro divisio¬ 
nes, dos por mar y dos por tierra, dos pe¬ 
queños barcos, el San Carlos y el San An¬ 
tonio, al mando de los capitanes Vicente 
Vila y Juan Perez. La expedición por 
tierra al mando de Portóla y Rivera; en 
Santa Maria se dispuso de una fuerza mili¬ 
tar de 25 voluntarios catalanes, bajo las 
ordenes del teniente Pedro Fages. 

El 9 de Enero de 1769, el San Carlos 
se hizo a la mar, el capitán del barco abre 
la primera pagina de la historia de la con¬ 
quista de California en su libro de bitácora, 
con una anotación: 11 Del lunes 9 de Enero, 
al Martes 10de 1769 años. - A las doce de 
la noche con el viento de tierra por el Sur- 
Sur-Oeste mui flexo, zarpe el ancla y me 
hice a la vela con todo aparejo... “ 

El 24 de marzp de 1769 salió el primer 
grupo expedicionario por tierra, a las orde¬ 
nes del capitán Rivera, se componía de 25 
Soldados de Cuera, ( reputados como los 
mejores jinetes del mundo) tres arrieros y 
40 indios de las viejas misiones, con palas 
picos, barras y hachas para abrir camino a 
travez de las montañs; con ellos iba el

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Padre Juan Crispi, que fue el principal 
historiador de la expedición, llevando tam¬ 
bién, plantas y semillas que mas tarde flo¬ 
recerían y darian sus frutos en las fértiles 
tierras de California. 

Después de una caminata de 52 dias, 
llegaron el 13 de Mayo a la bahía de San 
Diego, en donde encontraron anclados los 
barcos San Carlos y San Antonio; con sus 
tripulaciones atacadas de escorbuto. 

El padre Junípero Serra salió de la 
misión de Loreto el 28 de Marzo, sufrió de 
una llaga en la pierna, que desde su viaje 
de Veracruz a Mexico le habia resultado; 
al verlo el padre Palou no pudo contener 
las lagrimas calculando lo penoso de la 
empresa que tenia que enfrentar, por ca¬ 
minos ásperos y penosos que ya se conocían 
y otros desconocidos que tal vez serian 
peores, sin ningún medico que pudiera 
atenderlo; el buen padre trato de disaudirle 
del viaje, pero Fray Junípero le respondió: 

" No hablemos de eso, yo tengo puesta toda 
mi confianza en Dios y con su ayuda espe¬ 
ro llegar a San Diego, para elevar el estan¬ 
darte de la Santa Cruz y también en Mon¬ 
terrey. En la primera ¡ornada el padre 
Serra se puso tan mal de su pierna y la te¬ 
nia tan hinchada, que pareció que tenia 
gangrena; el capitán Portóla le pidió que 
regresara, pero Fray Junípero insistió en 
continuar el viaje, se construyo un 
"tapestle " una especie de parihuela con 
varas, varios indios se turnaron para llevar¬ 
lo acostado. Fray Junípero llamo a un 
arriero de nombre Juan Antonio Coronel y 
le pregunto si podia hacerle un remedio 
para que se le calmaran los dolores de su 
llaga en la pierna, el arriero le explico 
que el solo curaba las mataduras de sus 
muías y que no sabia de ningún remedio 
que pudiera servirle al padre; Fray Juní¬ 
pero insistió diciendole: “ Hijo haz de 
cuenta que yo soy una de tus muías hazme 
un remedio " El arriero machaco un poco 
de sebo entre dos piedras, lo mezclo con 
hierbas del campo y después de freirlo lo 
unto en la llaga del padre. Esa noche 
Fray Junípero pudo dormir tranquilamente 
y sin dolores, al dia siguiente se pudo le¬ 
vantar a decir misa, como si nunca antes 
hubiera padecido ningún dolor.

I. Job Title: Program Coordinator for 
youth. 

II. Duties: 

The Youth Program Coordinator 
shall have as his primary responsibility 
the development of leadership among 
high school and college age youth and the 
development of motivation and prepara¬ 
tion for college, graduate and profes¬ 
sional training and for community ser¬ 
vice.
